and to an increase in the cost of the structure: 

;[t ^s an object of the invention to simplify the design. 
The above object is accomplished owing to the fact that 
the mechanism for turning the backrest around comprises a 
motion screw with a nut having a pin, and a parallel link 
mechanism arranged to be disposed at the ends of the curved 
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bars, vith a slot provided in one of its links, which receives 
the nuH pin, and the mechanism for varying the curved bars 
heightwise comprises an axle with a sprocket, and a rocker 
mounted at the ends of the curved bars and having a rack with 
holes :Ior cngagoment with sprockets. 

F:.g. 1 shows the arm-chair of the invention as viewed 
from three different sides; and Fig. 2 shows the mechanism 
for turning the backrest around and the mechanism for varying 
the curved bars heightwise. 

The arm-rest comprises a seat i, a backrest 2 with a 
mechan.sm for turning it around which includes bars 5 curved 
so as :o suit the shape of lumbar pit area at a human being 
and arranged to be disposed in grooves 3 of a reinforced elas- 
tic coating 4, a motion screw 6 with a nut 7 having a pin, 
and a jarallel link mechanism arranged to be disposed at the 
ends of the curved bars 5. A slot is provided in one of the 
links 3 of the parallel link mechanism, which receives the 
pin of the nut 7. The mechanism for varying the curved bars 
heightwise comprises a sprocket 9 mounted to an axle 10 having 
a knob 11, and a rocker 12 mounted at the ends of the bars 5 
and having a rack 13 with holes for engagement with tthe spro- 
ckets 9. The motion screw 6 is provided with a handgrip 14 
mounted thereto. An upright 15 serves as a rest for the axle

The handgrip 14 is rotated to turn the curved bars 5 
about a vertical axis in order to set them in an optimum po-
